He didn’t sing, 
but he appeared relaxed and mellow. 
On his return from retirement, 
Sinatra said: “ I kept getting mail from 
people who wanted to hear me sing 
again. There was something like 30,000 
letters, and many of them sym­ 
pathized with my desire for privacy. 
But they suggested that there were 
ways I could perform again without 
sacrificing my private life. 
“I’ll record, but I can do that before 
a small group of friends. I’ll have an 
audience for the television show, but 
that can be controlled, too. 
“Members of my own organization 
have been trying to convince me to 
make a return. My family, too. So I 
decided I would go back to work, but

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon’s medical chief says “we’re 
fighting up a steep hill" in trying to 
persuade returned POWS who need 
psychiatric help to accept it. 
"These men are not the type to 
readily accept the idea they need 
help,” Dr. Richard S. Wilbur said in an 
interview. 
Wilbur and military medical of­ 
ficials were grappling with this 
problem even before the suicide June 3 
of Air Force Capt. Edward A. Brudno. 
However, Brudno’s suicide added 
urgency, and psychiatrists from the 
armed services and the civilian sector 
met last week. 
The upshot was a decision to “leave 
it up to the men themselves” in most 
cases, Wilbur said. 
But he disclosed that four men had 
been ordered back 
to m ilitary 
hospitals after the Brudno suicide. 
Wilbur said a total of IO men, including 
Brudno, were found to have serious 
emotional problems when all 566 
POWs were examined by U.S. doctors 
after being freed by the North Viet­ 
namese. He did not name the others. 
In 
W ilbur’s 
view, 
the 
POWs 
“probably all have had things happen 
to them (in captivity) that would make 
them benefit” from psychiatric con­ 
sultation. 
All the returned POWs are starting 
or will soon start a second round of 
medical checkups six months and 
again one year after return from 
captivity. 
Wilbur acknowledged that the first 
post-release interviews in the flush of 
the homecoming euphoria did not 
probe very deeply. He predicted the 
second round will be more meaningful. 
“We expect to find a lot of things we 
missed before,” he said. “When people 
are excited, they don’t tell you what’s 
wrong.” 
One of the biggest problems in

is 
dispelling the idea that a person who 
needs psychiatric care is mentally ill, 
Wilbur said.

No injuries were reported among the 
15 passengers and three crewmen 
aboard the plane. Officials could not 
say whether the passenger count in­ 
cluded the hijackers. 


There have only been two previous 
hijackings on the Indian subcontinent, 
and both appeared to have been 
politically motivated. 
Brandt Uninjured In Accident

City M anagers Learn More O f Urban Ills

Men who go to school to learn how to 
run city governments still spend most 
of their time being taught to draft a 
budget or prepare a bond issue, but 
dram atic 
urban 
problem s 
are 
becoming an increasing part of their 
classroom work. 


This development has emerged over 
the last two decades as more and more 
cities switched to the council manager 
form of government and hired trained 
city managers. Another factor was the 
spread of conflicts over race, educa­ 
tion, transportation and housing from 
tfie large central cities into the smaller 
municipalities of the nation. 
Diere are now about 2,200 city 


managers in the United States running 
two-thirds of the nation’s cities over 
5,000 population. About 1,700 city man­ 
agers run cities 
under 
25,000 
in 
population. 


More and more these men have 
graduate school training to do this job 
and that training is more diverse than 
ever before. 
What is being taught is 
quite a variety,” said Mark Keane, 
executive director of the International 
City 
Management Association. 
“It 
starts from the premise that there is no 
limit to what a good urban manager 
ought to know.” 


Keane said an abbreviated list of 
what a good manager ought to be 
familiar with includes: psychology 
and sociology, physical sciences, 


m athem atics 
and 
quantitative 
analysis, philosophy, history and 
ethics. This is in addition to the 
.standard curriculum of public ad­ 
ministration 
Currently 
69 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
managers liave college degrees or 
graduate training; 27 per cent have 
m asters or other advanced degrees. 
In 1934 , 77 per cent of the city 
managers with a bachelors degree 
majored in engineering, usually civil 
engineering Today that total is 33 per 
cent. 
“In the old days, a city council would 
look for an engineer since so many of 
the worst problems were in physical 
construction: sewers, roads, [larks,” 
said Keane. “Now they are looking for 
a broader education with a greater 


focus on management and the social 
sciences.” Thirty rune per cent of city 
managers with 
bachelors degrees 
Ila vc them in liberal arts now and 12 
jier rent in public administration 
But the model city manager these 
days, according to Keane, lias a 
masters in public administration anc] 
three or more years cif experience in 
urban management jobs below that cif 
city manager.

ministrators who can move from city 
to state to federal jobs. 
Perhaps the foremost in specific city 
manager training is the- University of 
Kansas at Lawrence;

The three arc- running 
programs to train more minority 
group members for city management. 
Public (xdicy schools produce city 
managers but that is not their focus. 
The public administration schools, in 
turn, have added more policy analysis

‘The old attitude that city managers 
were outside politics can no longer 
stand up,” said Dr. James T. Jones, 
de.rn cif Howard University’s Sc hool of 
Business and Public Administration. 
Everybody has come to understand 
that c ity managers are involved in 
(lolicy content and implementation and 
policy obviously is the political 
process.”

Partly as a result of this conference. 
Social Security' benefits — on which 
many senior citizens depend almost 
entirely — have been increased and an 
automatic cost-of-living clause has 
been enacted to insure that these 
benefits will be regularly adjusted on a 
more realistic level. Many more of the 
priority recommendations made by 
the 3,000 conference delegates, how­ 
ever, are now incorporated in the 1973 
Older Americans Act Amendments 
which Congress enacted and which the 
President recently signed into law. 


This new law covers a variety of spe­ 
cial programs from employment and 
transportation to volunteer services 
and continuing education, as well as 
strengthening the role of the govern­ 
ment’s administration on Aging. Some 
$543 million has been authorized over 
the next three years for these pro­ 
grams. 
One provision, for example, broad­ 
ens a pilot program, Operation Main­ 
stream, to include the elderly. Specif­ 
ically, it provides for public service 
work at a minimum wage in such 
areas as education, social and recrea­ 
tion services, conservation, environ­ 
mental restoration and economic de­ 
velopment, for low-income older 
workers who desire to work and are 
able to work but are unable to compete 
in the regular job market. 
Another establishes a Federal Coun­ 
cil on Aging with broad powers to ad­ 
vise the President on matters affecting 
older Americans. This council has 
authority to study such matters as the 
impact of taxes on the elderly. Effec­ 
tive solutions to the tax problems of the 
elderly should be prescribed promptly. 
Other administrative provisions are 
designed to strengthen state and area 
agencies on aging and to enable tliem 
to provide more comprehensive serv­ 
ices for the elderly at local levels. In 
addition, a long-needed national in-

formation clearinghouse has been 
created. Its major function is to col­ 
lect, review, organize, publish and dis­ 
seminate information and data related 
to the particular problems of the 
aging. 
Research, demonstration and train­ 
ing programs have been expanded as 
have special volunteer programs for 
the elderly. Two of these are the Re­ 
tired Senior Volunteer Programs 
(RSVP), comprised of approximately 
600 local programs involving 40,000 
volunteers, and the Foster Grandpar­ 
ent Program, one of the best known 
and most successful programs of serv­ 
ice by older persons. Special demon­ 
stration projects are also set up in the 
areas of transportation, housing, 
education, employment and pre­ 
retirement. 
One of the focal points for any or all 
of these programs in a community is 
its senior citizen centers. To assist 
communities in providing such cen­ 
ters, the Older Americans Act Amend­ 
ments authorize grants and contracts 
for acquisition, alteration or renova­ 
tion of multi-purpose senior centers 
and mortgage insurance and interest 
subsidies for such projects. These 
centers are important in that they aid 
greatly in the effort to concentrate 
services in a single area, making them 
more accessible to our senior citizens. 
The main purpose behind all of these 
endeavors is to assist our senior 
citizens in their efforts to continue 
leading productive and useful lives 
particularly when so many of them 
have the time and the desire to do so 
but have found this difficult in a 
society where so much emphasis is 
placed on youth. This new law marks a 
major step towards greater recogni­ 
tion of the needs and stronger re­ 
emphasis on the potential of this very 
special element of our society by 
providing our senior citizens the op­ 
portunity to enjoy their later years in 
the dignity and comfort they deserve.

Human life is a 
relative 
concept. Old age begins at 40 in 
some I^atin and African lands, 
while one Soviet Union citizen 
claims to have passed his 160th 


birthday. Perhaps more im­ 
portant to many individuals 
than the number of years is the 
enjoyment life brings. That, 
also, varies from land to land. 


A study by the U.S. Veterans 
Administration confirms a 
relationship between longevity 
and the need to be useful 
Preliminary results of the VAS 
“ Normative Aging Study” 


indicates life expectancy could 
be extended over the next 
quarter century to as much as 
140 years-—if retirement age 
were lifted to HK). 


Studies 
at 
several 
VA 
hospitals have demonstrated 
that competency is retained 
well 
into advanced age by 
individuals who are offered a 
purpose in living. Dr. Roy M. 


Hamlin, 
a 
research 
psychologist at the Danville, 
111., VA hospital, one of the 
contributors to the study, 
concludes: “ The utility ceiling

Now- that the decision has 
been made to undertake no 
further appeals,

companies will be in a tightly 
competitive race to see which 
can produce the most efficient 
control systems, not only from 
the standpoint of reducing 
pollutants but also in saving as 
much fuel mileage as possible.

Arabs will collect some 
$4,(KH),(MMI,(HK) from the U.S. for the 
crude oil needed to keep cars running 
on American roads and power going to 
American homes and factories. Tlx* 
Saudi Arabs are stumped with what to 
do with that money: camel drivers and 
goat herders, living in nomad fashion, 
make p<x>r consumers. Tlx* Koran 
doesn’t even allow them to drink What 
Ole Saudi Arabian government wants 
is arms, ostensibly to balance the 
$2,OOO,(XMUHX) in military equipment 
that Iran, on the other side of tlx* 
Persian Gulf, is getting from the U.S. 
The U.S. Treasury obviously hopes 
to build up a rec iprocal economic re­ 
lationship with Saudi Arabia to bring 
some of our exported dollars home 
before they feed the inflationary fires 
by going into the gold market. So the 
(xoposition is to sell Phantom jets to 
Saudi Arabia along with F-4 fighter 
bombers, 
F-5E 
supersonic 
in­ 
terceptors, helicopter gunships and 
other oddments. Current dickering in 
Washington could result in $(>(X),(XX),000 
in military sales to Saudi Arabia and 
$500,000,000 to Kuwait, which would be 
a welcome economic offset to oil 
purchases from the two Arab nations.

security. But the possibility of Saudi 
Arabia stocking up with Phantom jets 
is making the Israelis extremely 
nervous. The West, France included, 
has hitherto followed a policy of 
refusing to sell advanced jet planes to 
countries that border directly on 
Israel. 
The French sent Mirages to I jbya on 
the express promise that they would 
not be transferred to Egypt. The 
promises notwithstanding, Libyan 
Mirages have turned up on Egyptian 
fields with “ visitor’s permits.” Iraq 
lias transferred British Hunters to 
Cairo, and Saudi Arabia has been 
reported as ready to lend the Egyp­ 
tians some British Lightning jets. With 
this sort of thing going on, Israel 
naturally fears that Saudi Arabia's 
King Faisal, who has promised to put 
any and all war materiel at the 
disposal of Egypt’s ITesident Sadat, 
would not scruple to sweeten the 
Egyptians’ anti-Israel pot with any 
Phantoms that he is able to wangle out 
of Washington. 
If 
Kissinger’s 
Metternichean 
diplomacy does not include the 
maintenance of an Israeli “ deterrent” 
in tin* Middle East, the balance of 
power could In* disrupted everywhere. 
An Arab victory over Israel would 
disrupt the smooth flow of oil not only 
to America but to Japan and western 
Europe. Tile Soviets, who already have 
a strong hold on Iraq and naval in­ 
stallations in Somaliland, would 
inherit naval control in the eastern 
Mediterranean, the Indian Ocean and 
the Persian (lulf. Western Europe 
would have to sue for resumption of its 
oil supply on the Arabs’ own terms. 


And the U.S. and Japan would have to 
pay 
whatever 
price 
an 
Arab- 
dominated oil cartel chose to impose. 
With the fate of his policy at stake, 
Henry Kissinger has his work cut out 
for him. The U.S. Treasury, hungry for 
the repatriation of American dollars, 
threatens 
the 
whole 
Kissinger 
program. Just as Metternich’s failure 
to modernize the internal structure of 
the Austro-Hungarian Dual Monarchy 
in the first half of the 19th century 
undermined his peace policy and 
opened the way to the Crimean War, 
the Bismarekian attack on France in 
1870, and World War I, so the economic 
policy of the U.S. Treasury may upset 
the applecart in the Middle East. 
If Kissinger has learned anything 
from his study of 19th century history, 
he would be busy counseling Richard 
Nixon to do something about building 
safe atomic energy plants and to make 
use of advanced technology in getting 
clean power from America’s abundant 
coal deposits. Domestic failure in 
solving our energy needs spells a long­ 
term failure in foreign policy. It is as 
simple as that. The first thing to be 
done is to keep any more Phantom jets 
from going to the Middle East.

Speaking Of Your Health

You frequently refer to the National 
Institutes of Health. 
Just what is it? Is it a group of 
hospitals? Can patients go there? Or 
do they just do scientific research? 
Mr. T.R., R.I. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
The National Institutes of Health are 
located in Bethesda, Md., near 
Washington, D.C. 
They are a part of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, and 
can be considered as the research part 
of this Federal agency. 
The American people should be 
justifiably proud of the enormous 
contributions made by the National 
Institutes of Health. 
Patients from all over the country 
are referred to the divisions of the 
Institutes for the study of specific 
diseases that are currently under 
investigation. At regular intervals, all 
doctors in the United States are 
notified about such diseases. 
When a patient fulfills the exact 
requirements of the study, hospital 
admission in Bethesda is arranged. 
The magnitude of the scientific and 
clinical work is illustrated by some of 
the disorders now under intensive 
study. 
One division, the National Eye In­ 
stitute, is studying the biochemical 
and 
clinical 
characteristics 
of 
cataracts. Glaucoma and a variety of 
corneal diseases, along with the 
genetics of eye problems, are being 
investigated. 
Night blindness and color blindness, 
and vascular diseases of the eyes are 
part of the concentrated programs. 
Another division, the National Heart 


and iAing Institute, is concentrating its 
studies on coronary artery disease in 
patients under 55 years of age. 
Heart defects in newborn infants and 
the causes of congenital heart disease 
are additional targets of their studies. 
Surgery to repair these defects in 
newborn infants, children and adults is 
an active part of the Institute’s work. 
The 
National 
Institute 
of 
Neurological Diseases and Stroke is 
studying epilepsy in children, strokes 
in people below the age of 40, muscular 
dystrophy, and the control of severe 
pain in brain and neurological con­ 
ditions. 
The National Institute of Dental 
Research devotes itself to 
the 
chemical and bacteriological reasons 
for cavities in teeth that are not con­ 
trolled by ordinary methods. 
Malformations of the jaw joint are 
being investigated. 
Intensive studies are at work to 
determine the possibility of trans­ 
planting teetch from one person to 
another. They are trying to learn the 
reasons for rejection of such trans­ 
plants. 
The National Cancer Institute has an 
immense program for research in 
every area of the body. 
The National Institute of Arthritis, 
Metabolism, and Digestive Diseases is 
studying cystic fibrosis, diabetes, 
intestinal disorders, and the evasive 
condition, Lupis Erythematosus. 
A vital part of the program is the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
and the Institute of Allergy. 
All these combine to form the 
remarkable National Institutes of 
Health.

Grand Rapids 


GRAND RAPIDS Mich. (A P )- If 
you are a practicing, card-carrying 
bully, make sure you know who to pick 
on and who not to these days. You just 
might end up with a fat lip or broken 
bones if you happen to pick on one of 
Jim McCune’s youngsters. 
Twice a week 15 youngsters in Grand 
Rapids put on their white uniforms, 
take off their shoes and begin prac­ 
ticing kicks and punches as they learn 
karate at McCune’s school of self- 
defense. 
McCune, 24, opened his school about 
three months ago, and so far is the only 
one in Grand Rapids offering classes in 
self-defense to youngsters of pre­ 
school age. 
Karate, McCune explains, started in 
500 A.D. when an 130-year-old Buddhist 
monk 
from 
India 
crossed 
the 
Himalayas into China to spread 
Buddhism. Because of the discipline 
involved with Buddhism—the doctrine 
of inseparability of mind and body— 
the monk was able to develop some of 
the most formidable fighters in China.

Steel M ills 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- This 
summer will be the busiest on record 
for the U. S. steel mills, Industry Week 
magazine' said today. 
"Now that second quarter mill 
shipments are setting a new high mark 
for the period, analysts are estimating 
that records for the third quarter, 
ordinarily the slowest quarter of the' 
year, also will be broken,” it said. 
Industry Week said third quarter 
shipments will fall below the second 
quarter’s 28.5 million ne't tons "mainly 
because mills have exhausted the 
inventories upon which they drew 
heavily to ship in the first and second 
quarters,” 
It added that with demand un­ 
diminished, "shipments from here on 
will be governed largely by the* amount 
of steel that can be* melte*d.” 
The magazine estimated last wet'k’s 
production of raw steel by U. S. mills 
totaled 3,005,000 net tons compared 
with 2,948,000 tons in the* preceding 
week. This would Im* the fourth time in 
history that a week’s raw steel output 
exceeded three million tons, it said. 
"Steel companies are already sold 
out through September on some 
products, principally sheets and 
liars,’’ Industry Wiek said. “ For some 
specialty steel items, leadtunes are 
even longer.” 
It said that in booking orders, the 
steel mills are giving preference to 
their 
longtime customers and to 
buyers who appear likely to become 
good customers. 
Scrap prices are continuing to climb 
because of prospects that steel 
production will In* high for the* rest of 
the year. Industry Week said. Its price 
composite on No. I heavy melting 
steeimaking scrap rose last week to 
$55.17 per gross ton, the highest level 
si nee July 1957. This compared wilii 
the preceding we*c*k’s $53.33.

Local Land Usage Control 


Threatened, Realtors Told 


HOUSTON (AP) — The president of 
the National Association of 
Real 
Estate Boards says the association 
favors local control of land usage 
rather than a national code. 


J. D. Sawyer, Middleton, Ohio, 
Friday, said there is a threat of 
national land zoning under the guise of 
ecology. 
Sawyer, here to address the Texas 
Association of Realtors convention, 
said “any federal control of land is a 
definite threat to the free enterprise 
system and to the Republic itself.” 
“Developers, whether they be in the 
residential or commercial fields, are 
aware of the need to preserve the 
environment and the majority of them 
are making great strides in this 
direction,” Sawyer said. 
Sawyer foresees a need for the real 
estate industry to police itself in the 
area of land syndicates. 
“Most real estate firms engaged in 
putting syndicates together to pur­ 


chase land as investments are doing a 
good job for the investors and for the 
industry itself,” he said. “ But there 
are some, not only in this area but in, 
other sections of the country as well, 
that sell to one of their syndicates, then 
organize another to buy from the first 
and still another to buy from that 
group. 
And each time the price goes up, 
which, in effect, inflates the value of 
the land to a point that it is not 
economically feasible for an eventual 
user—the developer—to purchase the 
tract." 
Sawyer said he believes that within a 
few years all such land syndicate 
groups will come under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the U.S. Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) - A 
college president with recent ex­ 
perience in student disturbances says 
the relative calm on campuses in the 
1970s stem ^rom a “rem arkable shift” 
by educational institutions and a new 
era of “skepticism” among students. 
Dr. Jam es P. Dixon, president of 
Antioch College of Yellow Springs, 
Ohio, said Sunday m ost college 
educators tell him: “It’s quiet as a 
millpond—whatever that means.” 
The main Antioch campus was 
closed for about six weeks by a student 
strike. 
Dixon spoke at com m encem ent 
exercises for IO graduates of the two- 
year-old Antioch Minneapolis Corninu- 
niversity. The school is a field center of 
the main college in Ohio. 
He emphasized in an interview that 
the new Minneapolis branch, one of 26 
centers around the country, “is part of 
the college. It’s all Antioch.” 
Dixon said the 121-year-old main 
campus has traditionally attracted

students who are “interested in social 
change. We take somewhat of an op­ 
timistic view of change.” 
In that respect, Antioch may have 
been “a victim of our policy,” he said. 
'Hie striking students wanted to 
guarantee financial aid to needy 
students over a five-year period. 
“That kind of a demand can only be 
laid on a government,” said the 56- 
year-old educator. 
In contrast to the turbulent 1960s 
when student activism led to large- 
scale demonstrations, Dixon said the 
current freshm en and sophomore 
classes appear to be “much more 
skeptical ... and more passive.” 
“They had their youth in a rather 
extreme period of personal dissent and 
now live under the apocalyptic vision 
that our resources may shrink and 
their options may have declined,” he 
explained. 
Although they have 
built-in 
in­ 
flexibilities, 
Dixon 
said 
higher 
education institutions can take some of 
the credit for the calm by changing to 
meet the demands of students.

NEW YORK (AP) — There’s a job 
opening at Belmont Park for Noah 
Webster. They’re still trying to find a 
word to describe Secretariat. 
“Some horse, ain’t he? A hell of a 
horse,” trainer Lucien I^aurin mused 
Sunday, but I^aurin knew that wasn’t 
enough to say. 
After all, Secretariat had become 
the first Triple Crown winner in 25 
years, chopping more than a bitesize 
chunk off the Belmont Stakes record 
and winning by 31 lengths. 
“He’s the people’s horse, and I think 
it was good for those people who were 
here to see him do it,” jockey Ron Tur- 
cotte said. “ It’s just a shame for those 
who didn’t.” 
A lot of those who did see it didn’t 
belive it. Turcotte was one. 
“I knew we were rolling, but I didn’t 
have any idea we were going that 
fast,” he said. “I just knew my horse 
was running good and settling into a 
long, smooth stride.” 
But then the little Canadian cruised 
down the long Belmont stretch, so 
alone that the television cameras 
couldn’t pick up anybody else, and 
even had time to do a little clock 
watching. 
“I saw the (cumulative) timer just 
as it hit 2:20 and thought, ‘Oh, I can 
make it,’ so I urged him a little in just 
the last few yards—about as far as 
from here to the end of the barn,” the 
rider said. 
The result, very simply, was a 
Belmont victory in 2:24, nearly three 
seconds faster than Gallant Man’s 16- 
year-old record of 2:26 3-5, six lengths 


more than the legendary Count Fleet’s 
margin 30 years ago. 
Sigmund Sommer’s Sham, the only 
horse thought to have a chance against 
Secretariat, was so discouraged that 
he finished last, with Elmendorf’s 


Twice a Prince second and Arthur 
Appleton’s My Gallant third ahead of 
C.V. Whitney’s Pvt. Smiles. 
Secretariat’s Belmont victory put 
another $90,120 in the Meadow Stable 
bank account— making him just a 


little over $100,000 short of $1 million— 
and had everybody asking: “What’s 
next?” 
The big, reddish son of Bold Ruler 
has been syndicated for a record $6.08 
million for breeding purposes and

MANSFIELD,Ohio (AP) - 
Dr. Vicki Cohen is an ex­ 
perimental psychologist who 
investigates traffic accidents. 
The dark-haired 26-year-old 
is a member of the accident 
investigation team of 
The 
Highway Safety Foundation, 
a non-profit organization 
based here. She 
is 
also 
professor at California State 
U n iv e r s ity , 
H a y w a rd , 
teaching what she terms “the 
whole schmear” of beginning 
psychology. 
“As a psychologist, 
I ’m 
involved in classic definitions 
of group behavior, memory 
and so on. But closer to high­ 
way safety, I’m studying the 
philosophy of man-machine 
engineering,” Dr. Cohen said. 
Tiny, 
wearing 
black- 
rimmed glasses 
and 
hoop 
earrings under her short 
curly hair, Dr. Cohen might 
be a student herself. But she 
spends 
her 
time 
pursuing 
traffic accidents rather than 
with books. 
“We used to study all the 
things 
that 
affect 
muscle 
power—diet, nutrients, sleep. 
Now we’re interested 
in 
m an’s 
control 
of 
the 
automobile as a machine, 
how he processes information 
from the environment and 
uses it for better control. 
Dr. Cohen thinks man does 
a tremendous job of driving 
every day in what she calls a 
“rotten” highway system. 
“At the foundation, we deal 
in real life problems. The 
thing 
about 
deaths 
in 
automobile accidents is that 
they’re 
spaced. 
If, 
for 
example, 
Galveston, 
Tex., 
was 
wiped 
out 
overnight, 
we’d all be disturbed and 
angry. But we lose that many 
people in automobile a c ­ 
cidents and no one cares or 
notices. 
“We have an automobile 
accident death almost every 
IO minutes. It’s horiffic,” she 
added. 
Dr. Cohen says we have the 
same options available 
in 
highway safety as in aircraft 
safety, but have so far failed 
to take advantage of them. 
She says poor visibility and 
bad 
use 
of 
signs 
makes 
driving more difficult. 
“We’re limited ih what we 
can do to improve the system. 
We must bring it up to match 
man’s capabilities to make 
driving easier. 
There 
are 
several philosophies of im­ 
provem ent,” 
Dr. 
Cohen 
added, “and that’s where the 
accident investigators come 
in.” 
A 
traffic 
engineer, 
a 
mechanic and a behavioral 
scientist are members of the 
team ready to go to the ac­ 
cident scene, along with a 
member of the state highway 
patrol, a photographer and a 
paramedic. 
“At the foundation we have 
several police radios going all 
the time. When we hear a call 
involving 
serious 
injury 
accident 
and 
property 
damage, the team goes.” she 
added. 
They check for mechanical 
defects, problems with the 
accident environment such as 
poor lighting or bad signs, 
and they talk to the people 
involved. 
The 
paramedical 
person can assess injuries 
and 
consult 
a 
m edical 
computer bank, and look at 
the 
way 
the 
am bulance 
service cares for the injured 
persons. 
“We do only 50 to IOO cases 
a year in detail. It leads us to 
some general 
hypotheses 
about 
the 
cause 
of 
a c ­ 
cidents,” she said. 
In files containing more 
than 1,800 accident cases, the 
foundation 
checks 
and 
counter-checks causes of 
accidents. They confirm that 
use of seat belts cuts deaths. 
They 
support 
advanced 
driving 
training, 
including 
skid school, to help drivers 
keep up to date. They express 
concern 
with 
errors 
in 
signals, 
speed 
controls or 
highway markings. 
Their 
research 
indicated 
that tire tread of one eighth 
inch is the minimum safe 
depth, rather than the federal 
standard of one sixteenth. 
Accidents caused by unsafe 
tires often occur, the foun­ 
dation adds. 
Changes 
are 
’ being urged. 
Vision standards also need 
standardization 
across 
the 
country, Dr. Cohen added. 
Color vision, depth perception 
and 
peripheral 
vision 
are 
often key factors in accidents. 
“We talked with people in 
the traffic courts, those in­ 
volved in accidents and those 
who weren’t, but all cited for 
some violation. On that basis 
and on the basis of vision 
testing, we found that poor 
eyesight was often a cause of 
accidents.

Percy Takes 
Step Toward 


Candidacy 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — Sen. Charles 
Percy 
of 
Illinois, one 
of 
the 
Republicans most critical of the 
Watergate scandal, has taken the first 
step in what looms as a long, uphill 
fight for the 1976 GOP presidenial 
nom -nation. 
The 53-year-old senator, reelected in 
1972 by a recordbreaking majority, has 
authorized formation of a committee 
to do the initial research to help him 
decide later whether to seek the 
presidency. 
Percy’s early start recognizes that 
he would enter the race as a distinct 
underdog, a liberal in an increasingly 
conservative Republican party and a 
.senator who has often been at odds 
with President Nixon’s adminis­ 
tration. 
In recent weeks, Percy pressed a 
Senate resolution urging appointment 
of 
an 
independent 
Watergate 
prosecutor and has called repeatedly 
for full disclosure by Nixon of all he 
knows about the scandal. At one point, 
Nixon reportedly vowed that Percy 
will never be President “ as long as I 
tiave anything to say about it.” 
But Percy, who was unavailable for 
direct comment on his move, is known 
to feel that the 1976 presidential race 
will be one of the most wide open in 
history. 
The 
odds 
Percy 
faces 
were 
demonstrated by a recent Gallup Poll, 
which saw him, with eight per cent, 
running behind Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew, former Democrat John Con- 
nally and Govs. Ronald Reagan of 
California and Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York. Far fewer persons had 
heard of Percy than the other four 


mind. I ’m not different from anybody 
else.” 
Dole, long one of Nixon’s staunchest 
supporters in the Senate, resigned in 
January after two years as chairman 
of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee. 
He and current Chairman George 
Bush repeatedly have sought to 
divorce the regular Republican party 
from any hint of involvement in the 
alleged widespread illegal activities 
attributed to the Committee for the Re­ 
election of the President and to former 
White House officials in last year’s 
election campaign. 
Bush had said he doubts Watergate 
will have much impact on Republican 
candidates in the 1974 elections 
because, he said, the party was in no 
way involved.

Clean Air 
Protected By 
High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An equally 
divided Supreme Court today handed 
environmentalists a major victory by 
upholding a lower court order for­ 
bidding any substantial degradation of 
clean air. 
The 4-4 deadlock does not settle the 
issue on its merits, but rather upholds 
the U.S. Circuit Court in Washington, 
D.C., Which had ruled earlier that 
federal law prohibits substantial new 
air pollution in regions where the air is 
still clean. 
The deadlock was made possible 
because Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr. 
took no part. No reason was given for 
his absence from the case.
